W a s h in g t o n , February 14.— The 
resolution for inquiry into the cause 
of inefficient m ail service was taken 
up in the Senate to-day and Mr. 
riu m b said th at if Reagan’s argum ent 
yesterday in defense of the Postmaster 
General m eant anything it was that 
th a t ofliccr pleaded the baby act in 
claim ing th at he was burdened with 
Republican clerks. There was no re­ 
strain t on the Postmaster General as 
to the dism issal of clerks. No R e­ 
publican asked to have them retained. 
That the service was bad, inexcusably 
bad, bad beyond any previous record, 
there was no question at all. 
Mr. Plum b sent to the Clerk’s desk 
and had read several extracts from 
Kansas newspapers showing the de­ 
fective mail services in that State. 
Platt said that the trouble was not 
confined to the West, and that scarcely 
a day passed w ithout his receiving 
letters from Connecticut making such 
complaints. 
Reagan said th at if the complaints 
which were sent to the Senators were 
sent to the Postoffice Departm ent they 
would be investigated and correctives 
applied, but they were intended for 
political effect, and the speech of the 
Senator from Kansas was in the same 
direction. 
Plum b disclaimed all intention to 
introduce any partisan m atter into 
th e discussion. 
M anderson expressed his surprise 
a t Reagan’s suggestion that that the 
com plaints had been made to the 
Postoffice D epartm ent w ithout effect. 
After further discussion the resolu­ 
tio n went over w ithout action. 


STEWART’S MININO DILL. 
Senator Stewart, from the Com­ 
m ittee on m ines and m ining, to-day 
reported a bill to am end the Alien 
la n d la w , by providing that it shall 
n ot in any 
m anner affect the title 
to mineral lands or mining claim s in 
the Territories, which may be ac­ 
quired or held under the mineral 
land law of the United States, nor to 
m ills or reduction works in the Ter­ 
ritories. 
He also reported favorably 
from 
the Comm ittee on Mines and Mining, 
a bill introduced by him to am end 
th e m ining laws. 
Senator Blair introduced a resolu 
tion which recites that the so-called 
■“ Maxwell Land Grant” is required to 
be treated as public land, hot that 
this tract is now being treated as a 
private land claim. It directs that 
inquiry be made into the matter by a 
committee of the Senate, with a view 
to the relief of the settlers. 


INDIAN EDUCATION. 
The bill to provide for the compul­ 
sory education of Indian children was 
taken from the calendar and discussed 
a t m uch length by Dawes, Teller, 
Cockrell and Vest. Teller, who in­ 
troduced the bill declared—in opposi­ 
tion to popular idea—that there was 
no instance in history where Indian 
aborigines were treated so liberally 
as the American Indians had been 
treated; nowhere else had their right 
to the eoil been recognized; here their 
lands had been bought and paid for, 
but the American people had not 
been wise in th eir dealings w ith the 
Indians. 
If they had been, there 
would be no uncivilized Indians to­ 
day, the Indians would have been 
incorporated 
in a 
body 
politic. 
W ithout disposing of the bill the 
Senate adjourned. 
Among the bills introduced and re­ 
ferred was the following: 
For com­ 
pensation for services of female nuises 
during the war of the rebellion. 
Blackburn offered a resolution de­ 
claring it not in order (except by 
unanimous consent) for the Committee 
on Appropriations to report a bill 
w ithout having had it under consider­ 
ation ten days or more.

THE HOUSE. 


A llont oí Committee 
Report* 
Prencnted. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 14.—In the 
H ouse to-day, Mills, from the Com­ 
m ittee on W ays and Means, reported 
a bill to provide for the purchase of 
U nited States bonds by the Secretary 
of the Treasury-to the Committee of 
the whole. 
Caswell, from the Comm ittee on 
Judiciary, reported a bill for the re­ 
lief of im porters of anim als for breed- 


th e company shall be a citizen and 
resident of the United States. 
The House Committee on Com­ 
merce ordered a favorable report on 
the Davis bill, providing for the estab­ 
lishm ent of a Bureau o f Health in the 
Interior Departm ent. 
The bill pro­ 
poses to charge the new bureau with 
the collection of information, to be 
distributed weekly between the State 
and municipal authorities, regarding 
the sanitary condition of foreign ports. 


ANDKR80N’S t e l e g r a p h ' b i l l . 
In general debate, Peters, of K an­ 
sas, made a speech in which he eluci­ 
dated the legal points presented in the 
Anderson bill. 
Referring to the sub­ 
sidies of the Pacific railroads to main­ 
tain and operate separate telegraph 
lines, he gave a history of the legisla­ 
tion upon the subject, and said that 
the entire cost of the construction of 
the telegraph line from the Missouri 
river to San Francisco did not exceed 
$450,000. 
In answer to the conten­ 
tion th a t in the act of 1862 Congress 
did not reserve the power to amend 
its terms, he dec ared that the eight­ 
eenth section positively reserved that 
power. Turning his attention to the 
contract between the W estern Union 
Telegraph and th e Union Pacific, 
he said that it was a rem arkable 
document and resulted in the destruc­ 
tion of competition in the telegraph 
business, which it was the veiy ob­ 
ject of th e granting of the acts to 
secure. 
The Union Pacific bound 
itself hand aDd foot by this contract, 
so that it could not transport the poles 
or wires of any company desiring to 
construct a telegraph line along the 
line of the Union Pacific, unless the 
local rates were paid. That was the 
virtual proposition of the object, and 
the effect of this contract was to 
throttle all com]>etition. He argued that 
under the reserved power of Congress 
to alter or am end the granting acts, 
Congress had a right to declare null 
and,void any contract which interfered 
with the carrying out of the purposes 
of the grant and that no vested right 
had accrued by reasou of a contract en­ 
tered into between I lie Western Union 
and Union Pacific Companies. 
Con­ 
gress had the power ana right to step 
forward and enact legislation which 
would carry out the objects of the 
grants. The committee then arose. 


INDIAN RESERVATION!,. 
The House Committee on Indian 
affairs decided to report a bill in lieu 
of others on the subject of providing 
for the division of the groat Sioux 
reservations and the relinquishment 
of the Indian title to the rem ainder. 
The practical effect of the measure if 
it becomes law will be to open to set­ 
tlem ent over 11,000,000 acres, or ono- 
balf of the great Sioux reservation in 
Dakota. 
There 
are two general 
reservations created by the bill, one 
in the North and the other in the 
South of the present 
reservation. 
The Crow, Creek and 
Winnebago 
reservations rem ain as they are, with 
the exception of a few townships 
which are excluded. 
There is also a 
■mall reservation created 
opposite 
Fort Thompson, for the lower Crale 
Indians. 
The principal portion of 
the present reservation 
which is 
thrown open to settlem ent Lies be­ 
tween 
tne 
W hite and Cheyenne 
rivers. 
The Speaker announced the resig­ 
nation of Cox of New York from >he 
Committee on Territories, and the 
appointm ent of Taulbee of Kentucky 
to fill the vacancy, Taulbee retiring 
from the Committee on th e Eleventh 
Census. The House th*»n w ent into 
Committee of the W hole on 
the 
Urgent Deficiency Bill. 
Mr. Cox of New Y ork introduced a 
bill for tbe paym ent of claims of the 
Mayor, Aldermen and community of 
New York city. 
Referred. 
It provides for the paym ent of 
$2,292,667, the am ount paid by New 
York city for principal* and interest 
on 
bonds issued to 
the 
Union 
Defense Committee of New York in 
1861 and 1862.

W a s h in g to n , February 14.— The 
sob-committee of th e Committee on 
Banking and Currency will report to 
th e full committee with favorable rec­ 
ommendations, the bill authorizing 
the issue of not inore than $30,000,000 
nor less than $20,000,C00 of fractional 
currency, in denom inations of 5, 10, 
25 and 50 cents.

and Mrs. Lamont. 
The Secretary of State has directed 
the establishm ent of a United States 
consular agency a t Nanaimo, Van­ 
couver Island, 
for the benefit of 
American commerce, which is said to 
be moving in that vicinity. 
The President and Mrs Cleveland 
this evening gave their last public re­ 
ception of the season. 
M rs. Cleve­ 
land was assisted by the ladies of the 
Cabinet. 
A special committee has reported 
to the Citizens’ Committee 100 plans 
to reorganize the governm ent of the 
District of Columbia by the appoint­ 
m ent by the President of a com­ 
missioner to have supreme direction 
of the city’s affairs, and fifteen coun* 
cilman, who will m aintain m uch the 
same relation to him th a t the alder­ 
men bear to the mayor in other citiee.

No m atter w hether our own 
great leader, a9 we hope will be the 
case, or some other m an is chosen 
standard-bearer, we are ready, rank 
and file, as one m an, to follow him 
with vim and vigor to trium phant 
victory.” In closing, Governor For­ 
aker said : 
“ We have resolved never 
ngain to have a shotgun President. 
W hatever others may think, I believe 
that if Blaine had made his Augusta 
speech one we?k before, rather than 
one week after the election, he would 
have been elected President.” 
M urat Halstead responded to the 
toast, “ The Press.” 
lie said: “ We 
may infer that if Mr. Lincoln had 
been an editor instead of a lawyer, if 
he had been of the press instead of 
President, and if for many years he 
had spent long nights in writing, as 
be thought of all subjects of current 
interest, often upon imperfect infor­ 
m ation, and there had appeared each 
morning a printed sheet upon which 
was unchangeably recorded his can 
did expressions of opinion, 
there 
would have been m any mistakes ac­ 
knowledged as to men and measures^ 
and m any regrets confessed and judg­ 
m ents reversed, misgivings as to 
labors personal and public indulged— 
all this, in his own language, “ with 
malice toward none and charity for 
all”—and 
he 
would 
have safely 
and reverently invoked; as upon an 
act held to be the most im portant of 
his life, “ the considerate judgm ent of 
mankind and the gracious favor of 
Almighty God.” 
Ex-Governor Foster, Judge West 
and S. P. Foster followed, and carried 
the addresses to 2 a . m.

District. This is some ten miles in 
length and will necessitate the con­ 
struction of about thirteen miles of 
railroad and a large extent of whar­ 
fage. 
The railway survey will be 
completed in two weeks tim e, and 
seven hundred m en will then pro­ 
ceed for the purpose of building the 
railway and wharves, and developing 
the mines.

COERCION AND CRIME. 


Parliamemtary Debate on 
Affairs in Ireland. 


W IDELY-DIVIDED 
OPINION. 


A n Iris h m a n Defined us a D an 
W ho Docs Not C are for 
L aw o f Any K ind.

L o n d o n , 
February 
14. — In the 
House of Commons to-day Trevelyan 
resumed his debate on the address to 
reply to the Queen’s speech. Coercion, 
he said, had done a little to suppress 
crime, but a great deal to shock pub­ 
lic opinion. Sir George reminded the 
leaders of the Liberal Unionists that 
after six m onths of the Carnarvon 
regime they had voted for the exten­ 
sion of local governm ent in Ireland. 
Why were they now silent? 
Major Saunderson taunted Trevel 
yan with his change of opinion, and 
quoted extracts 
from 
the latter’s 
speech, denouncing the league and 
Gladstone’s policy. The Parnellites, 
Saunderson said were men who were 
never law-abiding and never would 
be, let the law be wbat it may. 
An 
Irishm an is not a man who natnrally 
sympathizes with law of any kind. 
Labonchere said that Major Saun­ 
derson was the mouthpiece of the 
Conservative club, which had been 
formed to compeh a reluctant govern­ 
ment to protect the interests of Irish 
landlords. 
His speech was an evi­ 
dence of the failure of coercion, be­ 
cause he dem anded more coercion. 
Thomas Russell (Liberal Unionist 
member for Tyrone) made a long 
speech, commending the Government 
policy. 
Clancy replied on behalf of the Par- 
nellites. 
Anderson, member for Elgin and 
Nairn, a Liberal, gave notice that he 
would introduce an am endm ent to the 
address in favor of the appointm ent 
of a land commission similar to the 
Irish commission for Scotland, where 
the fall in the price of produce has 
rendered it impossible to pay rents 
unless they are reduced. 
Gladstone will speak on Parnell’s 
am endm ent to the address in relation 
to coercion on Thursday or Friday 
next. 
None of the Liberal Unionist 
leaders intend to speak on the am end­ 
ment. 


PERSECUTION’ TO CEASE. 
A t a Cabinet conncil held to-day it, 
was decided to instruct the Irish ex­

Supreme Court has affirmed the d®* 
cisión of the Superior Court of San 
Francisco county in the cose of Hud­ 
son agaiBst Wood bridge. Action was 
brought to test the consitutíonality 
of the act of April, 15th, 1880. which 
provides for the protection of lands, 
other than swamp lands, from over­ 
flow, by formation of districts, else 
tion of boards of tr f toes , sad tho 
payment of protection by the asse 
ment on lands in the district. 
The court held th at no provision is 
made anywhere in the statute for the 
hearing of a land owner whore land is 
to be charged. No nDtice is to be 
given him when the Board of Trus­ 
tees is to levy assessments, and if he 
appears when such assessm ent is to 
be levied, no hearing by the board is 
provided for in the act. Assessment 
is, by the terms of the act, made an 
absolute lieu upon the proporty, with­ 
out any means being provided to show 
its illegality. 
For there reasons the 
act is declared unconstitutional and 
the assessments and sales under it are 
invalid.

It may be that in large cities 
with a perfect delivery system the 
average citizen is not affected by the 
location of the postoffice. Los An­ 
geles- cannot be classified by any 
common rule of generalization. Our 
delivery syst» m is now very imperfect. 
It has been so from the beginning of 
its existence. It is likely to continue 
to be imperfect. Certainly this will 
be the case so long as we grow as w e 
now are growing. 
Whatever meas­ 
ures 
are taking to 
relieve 
the 
distress of to-day will not avail to 
prevent distress when the city is 
twice as populous as it is. We know 
how it is with the red-tape policy of 
central 
vernments. Their action is 
flow. Again, there is the unprece­ 
dented transient population for which 
Los ADgeles is and will be remarka­ 
ble. These tourists, visitors and new 
settlers have no local habitation. 
They come here with orders left at 
their old home to have their mail 
addressed simply to the postoffice.

As to the site ¿elected for the Fed­ 
eral buiding on the comer of Main 
a nd Ogier streets, the latter being be­ 
tw een Fourth and Fifth, there has 
been no objection raised. The chief 
reasons for this tacit acquiescence are 
that it will be several years before 
that edifice is occupied; the location 
is not outrageously distant from the 
center of the population now. and as 
the c ity is moving that way in four or 
five years that spot may be approxi- 
m ately near the center of the city.

Doors can be established on four sides 
of the building, and all crowding and 
inconvenience avoided. 
There are obvious difficulties in the 
way of securing these premises 
It is

Bold Attempt te Bum the 
Catliedrel School. 


T H E 
BOYCE - SEAMANS CASE. 


B urglars and Sneak Thieves at 
W ork—Events in the Crim i­ 
nal Cirelcs. 


Yesterday, about a 
quarter 
nftcr 12 
o'clook, a daatardly attem pt was made to 
burn down the Cathedral school, which is 
under the management of the Sisters. The 
school Is of brick, three stories high, situ­ 
ated on Los Angeles street near the corner 
of second street, and directly back of the 
Cathedral church. The facts as related by 
one of the Sisters arc as follows: At a 
quarter past 12, the dinner hour, all the 
Bisters and children who board at the 
school went to the dining-room, which is 
situated in a frame building close by, leav- 
iogthe school building alone for the time 
as nad been the custom, but leaving every­ 
thing in good order. Oae of the Rlsters for 
some reason, retired from the dinlng-ro. m 
before the rest were done. She started up­ 
stairs 
to 
the 
dormitory 
which 
is 
located 
on 
the 
third 
floor 
front­ 
ing on Los Angeles street, and to her 
horror she discovered the front of the room 
was in flames. Quickly calling for help, she 
heroically tried to extinguish the Are, which 
had been started in a pilo of old papers and 
rags. It had communicated to tne window 
curtains, and then to the wood work around 
the window, burning it the full length, and 
entirely burning the curtain. After putting 
all the Are out a general search was made in 
every room, but nothing additional was 
found until reaching the music-room, on the 
second floor, where a small pile t í paper was 
found burning, but as it was only a small 
quantity it did not do any damage. This 
showed plainly that it was the intention of 
some 
one 
to 
burn the building, but 
what the object could be is something beyond 
the comprobé usion of the Sisters; but the fact 
that the miscreants waited until all were 
temporarily out oí the building shows the 
boluneBS of the intent. The sisters have no 
suspicions as to why or who could have 
made this bold attempt, but they know that 
ou’y five minutes before the discovery there 
was no paper or rags where the lire was 
found ami It was only by their presence of 
mind that they saved the building. So 
quietly did they do the work that no alai 
was turned in. The loss is trifling, not 
amounting to more than $25.

C o m m e n c e m e n t of tl»c P r c lim ln 
a r y li x u m ln n llo n . 
The case of the People against Col II. 31. 
Boyco ta d CtptHin W. H, Seamans, charged 
with having cousplred to defraud C. C. 
Bragg, was set for ten o’clock yesterday 
morning for examination before Justice 
Taney, but at that time was continued until 
half-past one o’clock, when a demurrer to 
the complaint was expected to be argued- 
A few minutes after the appointed time the 
mutter was taken tip. AsMstant District At­ 
torney Dunlap and Henry T. C?uge appear­ 
ing for the prosecution, and Anderson, Fits 
gerald & Anderson, ati-J Haines & Mitchell 
for the defendants. 
Col. Boyco who has 
been quite ill was present, having been 
driven down town lit a carriage. When he 
arrived opposite the hallway leading to the 
courtroom, he was lifted from the carriage 
by four of his fileuds and placed carefully 
in an easy chair in. which he was protected 
as much as possible from possible dangtr 
from exposure to the air. 
He was then 
carefully lifted In the chair and carried as 
easily as possible up the stairway and into 
the court room, where the doors were 
closed and all draughts prevented. Colonel 
Boyce bore the marks of his lodg and se­ 
vere illuess and his friends were very 
anxious that he should run no greater risk 
nf a relapse than is absolutely necessary. 
Ills attorneys, upon the opening of the 
case submitted the demurrer without argu­ 
ment, and the lawyers for the prosecution 
confessed the grounds and asked that they 
might be allowed to file a new complaint, 
to which their was no objection.

Under ordinary circumstances it may 
be a village notion to suppose that it 
makes any matter where this office 
goes. It may be that in large cities 
with a perfect delivery system the 
average citizen is not affected by the 
location of the poetoffice. Los An­ 
geles- cannot be classified by any 
common rale of generalization. Our 
delivery syst» m is now very imperfect. 
It has been so from the beginning of 
its existence. It is likely to continue 
to be imperfect. Certainly this will 
be the case so long as we grow as we 
now are growing. Whatever meas­ 
ures 
are taking to 
relieve 
the 
distress of to-day will not avail to 
prevent distress when the city is 
twice as populous as it is. We know 
how it is with the red-tape policy of 
central governments. Their action is 
slow. Again, there is the unprece­ 
dented transient population for which 
Los Angeles is and will be remarka­ 
ble. These tourists, visitors and new 
settlers have no local habitation 
They come here with orders left at 
their old home to have their mail 
addressed simply to the postoffice. It 
must be handed to them out of the 
general delivery window. 
Such are our peculiar circumstances, 
and they will keep Los Angeles on 
the village plane for some time to 
come in respect to this postoffice busi­ 
ness. The question of its location is 
^jimply one of the greatest good to the 
greatest n0IPber — in Other words, 
public convenience ^

stake. 
The nearer to i^ e center u* 
population, and the nearer to all street 
car lines the rite is, the better it wjN 
be for the average citizen . 
To locate 
the office with reference to any other 
policy would be just cause for public 
com plaint, would be a public grievance, 
and to advocate any other policy is a 
1 ack of patriotic interest in the public 
welfare. 
As to the site selected for the Fed­ 
eral buiding on the comer of Main 
a nd Ogler streets, the latter being be­ 
tw een Fourth and Fifth, there lias 
been no objection raised. The chief 
reasons for this tacit acquiescence are 
that it will be several years before 
that edifice is occupied; the location 
is not outrageously distant from the 
center of the population now, and as 
the c ity is moving that way in four or 
five years that spot may be approxi- 
m ately near the center of the city. It 
is also probable that by that time our 
delivery system will be more nearly 
commensurate with the requirements 
of the service. 
Taking this view of the situation 
the proposition now on foot to buy 
the County Court House property for 
th e use of the Government, is sure to 
m eet with very general public en­ 
dorsement. The site is as near as 
could be to the present centers of 
population and business.

And, by the way, all the Blaine 
resentments will not be wiped out by 
the absence of Mr. Blaine’s name 
from the National ticket. Ex-Senator 
Conking the other day give vent to 
the pent up fires in his heart, which 
have not cooled in the long lapso of 
years.

Statesman would be quite as agree­ 
able to his mind, if on the ticket in 
person,

Sometim es p atien ts feel a* 
though tb eir whole head was in a state of rottenness, so great is th e am o u n t of m atter 
discharged an d so fcctld is its odor. The patient is greatly annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
p in g in to the th ro at of the m orbid m atter from th e heau, a n d a s a recum bent position 
n atu rally favors th e flow dow nw ard, his rest is frequently distudm d from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obliged to He w ith th e head very m uch elevated in order to 6leop with 
some degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects b ehind an d above th e soft 
palate, in th e passage between th e throat an d h ead , adhering to ihe parts with gluioh 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration and creates a sensation of irritation and 
uneasiness in tbe affected locality, whir h gives rise to a constant aud alm ost irresistible 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing th e mu« us in to th e th ro at 60 as to reject it by 
th e m outh. ThiB practice, popu arly know n as "h aw k in g ," is characteristic oi C atarrh, 
an d proves as em barrassing t the one affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens and deposits itself on th e m em brane in th e 
shape of dry. hard concretions, wM ch are discharged by the way of th e nostrils or th ro at 
iu lum ps or fragm ents of a deep green tiut. 
In som e coses these in cru statio u s accum u­ 
late to such au ex ten t as to form a regular plug in th e uoec, w hich obstructs breathing 
an d produces serious discom fort. 
Bo firmly do these incrustations adhere to th e point 
of attachm eut th at th eir removal usually requires the m ost violent efforts and n o t un- 
frequently they bave to be torn from th e m em brane. O ccasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled on w hich there are generally traces of blood, b u t in some cases th e 
cast presents a tu b u lar appearance, being of ex a ct ahai>e of the nasal cavity. This con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, w nich, in lim e, may destroy th e bony Btructur of the 
nose an d produce a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et w ith in w hich a thick, vlBCid, slim y secretion coats th e 
m em bram e of th e nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench w hich is 
really overpowering, and sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
au d there are others in w hich all secretions of th e m em brane are suspended, cau sin g on 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, an d feverishness In th e head an a nose—a condition 
popularly know n as "D ry C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to th e air eavities of the bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a dlHtrtssing sensation of h eav y w eig h t o r com pression over th e 
forehead, especially in the region above and between the eyes, and to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, h eat, irritation, soreness o r pain in th e nostrils near th e root of th e noae, as w ell os 
in th e upper p a rt of th e throat, sbovc and behind th e soft p alate.

The nasal m em brane is thickened and congested, causing th e nose to be stopped np, 
som etim es ou one side, som etim es on th e o tte r, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable study si usation in the head, aud occasionally to violent an d prolonged p ar­ 
oxysm s of sneezing.

The voioe is w eak, ludlstinot and husky, or o f a nasal ch aracter, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. O ftentim es there is a continuous hoarsehess and discordance. There

T be m ucous raem brauo soon becomes m orbidly sensitive to u nfavorable influences, 
and, in spite of th e utm ost care, beromei- affected from Uic slightest causes, so th a t a t lost 
a breath of w ind upon the lining of th e nose or th ro at becom esproductive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbances of tb e respiratory organs.
